FOREWORD 



THE COMPILATION of designs herein presented is the result of 
a careful analysis and review of many hundreds of plans. Some 
of the arrangements shown are entirely new, others are develop- 
ments of plans known to be popular, modified with a view to 
better utilization of material and space, greater perfection of 
detail and adaptability to suit local conditions. In the selection of a plan 
for a home, fitness and common sense should govern. Many of the de- 
signs have been submitted by dealers as examples of successful homes. 

In making the selection the underlying thought was to adopt only 
plans of houses of good design which have been tried and proven satisfac- 
tory from the standpoint of the public. 

The plans selected are for the most part of moderately priced homes 
in which economy of construction and practicability are the predominating 
characteristics. Mere sketches or unstudied plans have not been intro- 
duced. The plans will be found to fulfill the wants of prospective home 
builders of average means who have no money to spend on unusual features 
of design or arrangement which involve disproportionate expense and do 
not add to the comfort, beauty or value of the house. Any house built from 
these plans may therefore be regarded as a 100 per cent investment, sal- 
able at the price or more than the price of construction. 

Many variations such as the re-arrangement of minor parts, modifi- 
cation of exterior by changes in materials, etc., may be made without the 
re-drawing of the plans. If however, it is desired to materially change 
the plans this service will be rendered by the Bureau of Architecture con- 
nected with the Association on order of a member dealer. 

The designs were made to use stock materials and sizes, thus insuring 
maximum economy. 

Under the plan which has been adopted it is proposed each year to ob- 
tain from each member of the Association the plan found to be the best sell- 
er and most satisfactory from every point of view. These plans will be in- 
corporated in the editions as they appear annually. 



It would obviously be impossible to incorporate in a book of this 
character examples of every plan and design available. Therefore, only 
representative types of one, one-and-a-half, two-story and two-story-and- 
attic, single family residences have been included to which have been added 
duplex and two flat buildings. 

Regarding materials, almost my of the popular well tried materials used 
for exterior coverings such as dro^-siding, bevelled-siding, shingles, stucco, 
lumber with hollow tile or brick veneering may be used. 

General Instructions for Ordering Plans 

Plans are not always used precisely as shown in the sketches. Win- 
dows and doors may be shifted without redraughting the plans. Generally 
a vestibule may be added without requiring any modification. An addi- 
tion containing a breakfast room nook, a sunporch or a pantry may be add- 
ed to almost any plan. 

The measurements generally are for the main body of the house and 
in determining whether a certain plan will fit your lot do not neglect add- 
ing to the figures minor additions. The reason such projections have not 
been added to the general dimensions given on the plans is that generally 
such features are flexible and may be moved from the side to the rear or 
omitted entirely. For example, if you are attracted by a design which ap- 
parently requires a lot wider than your own, scan the plan to see if the 
width may not be reduced by changing a porch and entrance or other 
feature. 

The general arrangement, the main lines of the building and room 
sizes must be preserved otherwise the plans will require redrawing. 

Consult your lumber dealer. If necessary, architectural service will 
be furnished you at a minimum cost through the dealer. In the working 
drawings, of course, details, pantry, cupboards and closet fittings and 
minor parts are shown more in detail than on the sketches.
